British Scouts 
Drop Swastika 


LONDON (Spl.)—Following the’ 
action of the British Army last | 
summer in dispensing with the 
swastika insignia on artillery ve- 
hicles, the Boy Scout Association 
Council voted here to remove the 
swastika from its two badges of 
distinction. 

Although the council declared 
that its action originated in a de- 
sire to keep aloof from political 
and religious controversies, an offi- 
cial offered the further explanation 
that “nothing to which objection 
might be taken should be worn by 
scouts or issued by the associa- 
tion.” 

The swastika adorns the “thanks 
badge” usually presented to per- 
sons outside the movement in rec- 
ognition of some service to the 
scouts and also is on the medal 
of merit, a comparatively rare dis- 
tinction given scouts. The design 
was selected more than fifteen 
years ago. 

Badges awarded will not be 
withdrawn but the holders may 
exchange them for badges with a 
new design, When the army 
dropped the swastika from its ve- 
hicles, it replaced them with four- 
leaf clovers, explaining that civil- 
ians greeted the drivers with the 
Nazi salute.

Council of Jewish Women Should Endorse 


Noble Stand of Dr. Magnes 


How little it is in the power of the participating generation to 
judiciously evaluate the historical significance of a contemporary 
event may well be illustrated by the paucity of attention given 
in the United States to the noble and courageous declaration of 
Dr. Judah L, Magnes, anent the eternal neutrality of Palestine. 

In the face of a regenerated British chauvinism, Dr. Magnes 
boldly criticized the imposition of sanctions on the Holy Land. 
Like a prophet he protested against the transformation of the 
country which nurtured the religious great into an armed camp 
and called upon the world to recognize Palestine’s privilege in a 
war-directed world of observing peace and justice. 


Let Palestine, Dr. Magnes urged, lead the world to peace. 


Forthwith Lord Melchett, famous Jewish leader, Col. Josiah 

Wedgwood, M.P., magnanimous friend of the Jews, and Prof. 
Norman Bentwich, heatedly and bitterly denounced Dr. Magnes’ 
Deserting reason for emotion Lord Melchett 
summarized the opposition when he wrote to The Manchester 
Guardian that Haifa is capable of becoming an excellent natural 
base for eastern and possibly southern air routes of the British 
Empire. He pointed out that in the event of hostilities thousands 
ef young Jews have assured him that they would insist on being 
enlisted. a. 

Dr. Magnes’ proposal is nothing short of epochal. Replying to 
his critics, who unquestionably represented Jewish public opin- 
ion of Great Britain, the former rabbi of Temple Emanu-El of 
New York wrote that “this principle of neutrality for mandated 
territories might well begin with Palestine inasmuch as it is a 
Holy Land and shares a great variety of interests, religious, 
fational and cultural among its diverse population; and I 
thought that if once applied to Palestine, this principle of neu- 
trality might then find its way into other mandated territories 
and perhaps larger sections of the world, thus creating enclaves 
Which the ravages of war would not touch.” 

What Dr. Magnes is groping for may have vast effect on 
world pexace. Dr. Magnes’ statement might be likened to the 
few voices raised in 1917 against U. S. entry into the World War. 
Definitely unpopular, the statement marks Dr. Magnes, if his 
past achicvements have not already done soy as a world states- 
Man of the highest calibre, exemplifying a disregard of public 
@isfavor for the stronger concepts of his worldly mission. 

i It is the mission of the Jew—world peace. 

In America the Council of Jewish Women have undertaken to 
@@ticate the United States towards peace. This paper calls upon 
the Council to endorse the stand of Dr. Magnes, Both the Coun- 
‘oll and World Peaceways have overlooked the one practical 
move in the treacherous progress to peace. Their support would 
enhearten and encourage Dr. Megnes in a task which has gained 
him little glory and much contempt.

CHANUKAH 
GREETINGS 


On these closing days of Chanukah, “The Feast of 
Dedication,” we feel it a privilege to extend Chanukah 
greetings to our Jewish friends. 

No more inspiring story is told in all history than the 
epic fight of Judas Maccabeus and his stalwart sons 
against the hosts of the Syrian Conqueror, Antiochus 
Epiphanes, With the Maccabees the struggle was not a 
war for conquest or domination. Their victory was a 
victory of the spirit, of the right to freedom of belief 
and worship. Three years after the pagan pollution of the 
Temple at Jerusalem, on the 25th day of the month of 
Kislev, Jews led by the Maccabees reclaimed the Temple, 
purified it, and re-dedicated it to the service of God. 

Around this festival, which is now closing, clutter a 
number of legends whcih have helped to shaps the char- 
acter of the celebration. One such legend relates only a 
single cruse of unpolluted sacred oil was available when 
Though ordinarily 
inadequate, this oil miraculously proved to be sufficient 


the Temple was to be re-dedicated, 


for eight successive nights until other oil fit for the serv- 
ice might be prepared. For this reason, the Jews light 
‘ candles in their homes, in increasing numbers for eight 


nights, two on the second and so on. 


Chanukah is a time for rejoicing not only on the part 
of the well-to-do, but also on the part of the poor as well, 
who are always liberally remembered with gifts of many 
kinds. Its celebration is an annual re-dedication to these 
ideals of religious liberty for which the Jews have fought 
and sacrificed throughout the ages.
